Wide Search Renewed Today 
For Woman Who Disappeared 
From Elk Township Cottage 


The systematic search of a wide area of dense woodland in the 


vicinity of £uaker Road, Elk township, for Mrs. Ethel Wells, 50, wife 
of Gordon Wells, well known Frewsburg, N. Y., re.sident, was resumed 
early today by Sheriff L. E. Lander and members of the Warren bar- 
racks of the State Police, aided by a posse of about 25 experienced 
woodsmen familiar with the terrain in that area. Before leaving for 
the scene, Sheriff Lander stated that the investigation and searches 
up to this time, failed to reveal any information that would help un- 
ravel the mystery of the disappearance of Mrs. Wells. In the mean- 
time these facts have been accumulated by the investigating officers:

age, was last seen by neighbors July 30th, not far from the Wells 
summer" cottage on Quaker Road, near Scandia.

Fla. state prison for the murder of 
a Miami police officer when he 
made his latest escape in Septem- 
ber, 1951 by hurling "Molotov 
socktails"—lighted gasoline bombs 
—at a tower guard and starting a 
major fire in the institution. Zal- 
utsky fled in the confusion, tem- 
porarily kidnaping the wife of the 
prison dentist in her automobile. 


The Miami officer was killed in 


a gun battle when Zalutsky resist- 
ed arrest for a 1933 payroll rob- 
bery at Allentown. He had prev- 
iously served in several Pennsyl- 
vania institutions for juvenile de- 
linquents..

MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROADERS 


This is the year when the middle of the road 


seems cozy, says James Marlow in his column "The 
World Today," written for the Associated Press and 
the Times-Mirror. 
The politicians indicated they 


thought so when they picked Gen. Eisenhower and 
Gov. Stevenson. 


Both are middle-of-the-roaders. 
The general is 


a little to the right of President Truman. Neither 
man is an apostle of change, socially or economical- 
ly. Although both are internationalists, that's usual 
now, not radical. 


If there had been wide public pressure to move 


left or far right, the convention politicians uiNtoubt- 
edly would have responded by producing the kind of 
candidate wanted. No matter how boss-ridden, a 
political party which wants to stay in business must 
be a kind of thermometer measuring the public mood. 


The people have shown that in time of crisis, 


when great remedies are needed for survival, they not 
only will accept but seek changes, even severe ones. 
Thit was demonstrated in 1932 when they elected 
Fraklin D. Roosevelt, who was eager to experiment, 
instead of Herbert Hoover who didn't want to rock 
the boat even when it wa* sinking.

Roosevelt's" four victories were in abnormal times. 


By 1948, when he was dead, the picture had changed. 
We were still in serious trouble abroad, thanks to 
the "Russians (according to the Democrats) or to 
Democratic bungling (according to the Republicans). 
But war was not imminent. 


In that fairly normal year Democrats and Presi- 


dent Truman, although he had offered his Fair Deal 
as a continuation of the New Deal which had been 
interrupted by the war, barely squeaked through. 


This election year is much like 1948 with some 


notable new exceptions: 
higher taxes, corruption 


in government, and the distressing and unfinished 
Korean War. 
Otherwise, incomes and employment 


are at a peak. Our foreign relations are serious but 
war still does not seem imminent. 


The arguments this year between the parties and 


the candidates will be over government expenses and 
corruption, the handling of foreign policy, and other 
issues which the politicians will have no trouble 
dredging up. 


But the voters, not in peril now, will not have to 


choose betwen a stand-patter and a man with a gleam 
in his eye and a key to the promised land.

Comic Opera Plots Flourished 
Backstage in Farouk's Ouster

W^ASHINGTON—(NBA)—Behind the ouster of Egypt's fat King 


Farouk were a couple of comic opera plots worthy of the best 


traditions in an old-time Latin-American banana republic revolution. 


The first had to do with whether or not one of the king's favorites, 


Gen. Haidar Pasha, could be continued in office as president of the' 
Cairo Officers' Club. 


The second had to do with charges of graft in the procurement of 


defective arms and. ammunition for Egypt's disastrous war against 
Israel at the end of 1948. 


An investigation into this graft was whitewashed, more or less with 


the king's blessing if not on his direct orders. Much of the graft was 
believed to have gone to high officers in the royal palace. Some of it 
may have gone directly to the king himself. 


That was what burned the young line officers who fought the war 


against Israel with bad guns and shells. 


After this Arab-Israeli war was over in the spring of '49. the 


Egyptian troops marched home to Cairo, where they were hailed as 
conquering heroes. Roses were strewn in their path. Actually, they 
had taken a terrible beating. 
TT wasn't all the Egyptians' fault. Shortly after the war began the 


United Nations slapped an arms embargo on Egypt. That prevented 


the British from supplying the Egyptian army. The Egyptians had to 
buy surplus Italian army goods. Ammunition was defective. Grenades 
exploded in the Egyptians' hands before they could be thrown. Rifles 
exploded in their faces. 


What made it worse, was that these supplies had been bought at 


inflated prices. And this inflation included a healthy piece of graft 
for the king's corrupt war ministry officials. When the troops came 
home they talked, and they demanded a house-cleaning. 


Gen. Haidar Pasha, commander-in-chief of the Egyptian army, was 
suspect He prevented any investigation until November, 1950 when 
he was finally forced to retire so the charges could be brought to trial 


But th« probe got nowhere. Principal reason was that the king 
objected to the investigation as disruptive of army morale 


Then came the big blow-up over the Cairo Officers' Club election 


If all this sounds a little silly and picayunish as a cause for over* 
throwing a throne, American observers familiar with the Egyptian 
scene explain that the president of the officers' club is the number- 
one social leader in. Cairo. The job carries prestige. 
VOUNGER members of the officers' corps have long rebelled at the 


dictation from the patriarchs. These younger officers have been 
threatening social revolt and army reform for some 20 years. 


Among the leaders of this group of army reformers was Mai -Gen 
Mohammed Naguib. 


The younger officers decided to run General Naguib for president 


of the officers' club. When General Haidar postponed the elections, 
the young officers went to the Abbess!a barracks outside Cairo and 
in a rump session voted Naguib into office. 
' 


The king protested. His premier at the time, Sirry Pasha, advised 


the king to appoint Naguib as minister of war, but the king said he 
did not consider Naguib loyal to the throne. 


Then he reversed the young officers' election and interfered to 


order Naguib ousted as president of the officers' club, and to fire Sirrr 
Pasha as premier.
